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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because it is drawn to non-statutory 
subject matter. In claim 4, line 1 , applicant positively recites part of a human, i.e. "the 
bone is a jaw bone of a human". Thus the claim includes part of a human within its 
scope and is non-statutory. 

A claim directed to or including within its scope a human is not considered to be 
patentable subject matter under 35 U. S. C. 101. The grant of a limited, but exclusive 
property right in a human being is prohibited by the constitution. In re Wakefield, 422 F. 
2d 897, 164 USPQ 636 (CCPA 1970). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1,3-20,23-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Robinson (6,394,807). 

With respect to claim 1 , Robinson discloses a device to assist in regenerating 
bone, the device configured to at least partially surround the bone to be regenerated 
and defining a cavity (13) next to the bone, the cavity for retaining a material (14) next to 
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bone, the material comprising a substance for stimulating bone growth, wherein the 
device includes a plurality of first openings (44 and openings inside strut (48) and one 
or more second openings (41) through which the material may be placed into the cavity, 
wherein each of the one or more second openings are larger than each of the plurality 
of the first openings; as best seen in FIGS 18-21. 

With respect to claims 3-20, 23-27, Robinson discloses al the limitations, as set 
forth in column 7, lines 65-67, column 8, lines 1-65; and as best seen in FIGS. 1-21 . 

It is noted that Robinson did not teach that the device is comprised of wire mesh; 
as claimed by applicant. However, in a similar art, Robinson evidences the use of a 
device comprising a wire mesh comprising wire mesh, therefore, the use of wire mesh 
to form a cage and secure material in the cavity as disclosed by Robinson is old and 
well known in the art. Furthermore, Robinson discloses a plurality of struts forming large 
and small openings to secure the material to the cavity, therefore the connection of the 
small and large struts would form a wire mesh to secure the material in the cavity.

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 , 3-20, 23-27 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
